potatoes are being used for human 
consumption, and that they are unable 
to use molasses this year, Irish Alcohol 
Factories, Ltd., will produce only 
slightly less alcohol than was antici- 
pated.

LESS FAT CATTLE FOR 
SLAUGHTER 


CANNING EXPORT TRADE 
AFFECTED 


Lack of feeding stuffs has accentuated 
a normal decline at this period in the 
stocks of Irish cattle fit for slaughter, 
and as a result exports of saad and 
dressed meat have diminished. 
Negotiations between the _ British 
Ministry of Supplies, the Irish Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and representatives 
of the canning and fresh meat industries 
for the filling of the export contracts 
in respect of the quarter ending June 
next have concluded, and, while prices 
remain unchanged, the volume of trade 
in the next three months will be con- 
siderably less than that in the last 
quarter of 1941. The great surplus of 
fat stock which had accumulated last 
autumn, following export restrictions 
due to foot-and-mouth disease, has com- 
pletely vanished. It. was wiped out at 
the rate of over 1,500 head per week 
until the end of January in direct ship- 
ments, and several thousand more 
through Northern Ireland, and in the 
form of canned, cooked and dressed 
meat, 

Large stocks of store cattle remain 
in the country, the trade in these being 
rather lifeless, due partly to the severity 
of the weather for feeders, and partly 
to a disinclination to purchase because 
of expectation of a change in price. At 
present shipments of live cattle are 
substantially less than 1,000 a week, 
and the corresponding diminution in 
meat exports indicates the normal situa- 
tion in which our production is not 
much greater than home requirements. 
Quantitative restrictions on stores have 
slowed up this trade, but there has been 
an improvement recently following the 
acceptance of younger cattle, and, with 
an early grass season, further improve- 
ment is anticipated.

Latest 
news, though lacking official confir- 
mation, suggests that that fierce fight- 
ing is now nearing a stage which will 
determine whether the Germans are to 
retain this important base for their 
promised spring offensive.

the city. 

Heavy Russian attacks outside Sebas- 
topol and on the Kerch Peninsula are 
admitted by the Germans, who say 
that in the Eastern Crimea battle the 
Red Army artillery—which has laid the 
foundation of many Russian victories 
all along the front—is increasing its 
hail of fire.

LENINGRAD 


Moscow despatches and German 
admissions make clear the immensity 
of the Russian effort to free Leningrad 
from Marshal von Leeb’s grip. General 
Meretskov is steadily knocking away 
at the defences outside ancient 
Schlusselburg, and west of the city at 
Orenienbaum, and on the sea coast, ten 
miles from the Peterhof, a strong 
Russian attack is reported. 

Between Volkhov and Lake Ilmen, 
where General Feyuninsky threatens 
Novgorod, one of Marshal von Leeb’s 
main bases, Red Army infantry and 
tanks launched five attacks yesterday, 
and drove a breach in the German 
lines. — (Press Association and 
Reuter. ) 

MOSCOW, Tuesday.—Further pro- 
gress by the Red Army, with the 
capture of German positions, is re- 
ported on the Kalinin front, north- 
west of Moscow, the Kharkov front, 
and in the Don Basin. Fighting is 
very heavy on the Kalinin front. 
Despite three German counter-attacks 
during the day, more defénaive” posi- 
tions and several villages were taken. 
In another sector four villages were 
captured. On the south-eastern front 
progress has been made in one sector, 
where in five days 1,300 Getmans have 
been killed. The Soviet positions in 
this sector were considerably improved 
over the week-end. 

Cold and thaw are still alternating 
in the Don Basin, with a great deal of 
mud on the roads. The process of 
clearing the Germans from the Don 
Basin continues successfully, and in 
the past few days a number of German 
defensive lines has been taken. — 
(Reuter. ) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


MOSCOW, Tuesday.—The Soviet 
communiqué broadcast by Moscow 
radio says: ‘‘During March 10 our 
troops continued offensive operations 
against the German Fascist Army. As 
the result of battles waged by our 
units the enemy was driven out of 
several inhabited localities, and sus- 
tained heavy losses in man-power and 
equipment. On March 9 thirty German 
‘planes were destroyed. We lost eleven

ROAD ACCIDENTS 
DECREASED 


PEDAL CYCLISTS MAIN 
‘OFFENDERS 


Of 156 people killed in 4,302 acci- 
dents on Irish roads ir 1941, 67 were 
pedestrians, 53 pedal cyclists, and 36 
other persons. Comprising 757 pedes- 
trians, 961 cyclists and sor other per- 
sons the number injured was 2,609. 

A drop of nearly 3,000 in the num- 
ber of accidents reflects the big decline 
in the volume of road traffic. As in- 
dicated in the Irish Times nearly two 
months ago, pedal cyclists were not 
only responsible for the greatest num- 
ber of accidents, but they also 
sustained the heaviest casualties, 53 
of them being killed and 961 injured. 
They caused 34 fatal accidents, in 
which ól of them were killed. They 
are believed to have caused 621 acci- 
dents, with drivers next in order. re- 
sponsible for 617. Young children 
figured more frequently than usual 
In accidents this year, the number 
under 6 years killed and injured being 
178, from 6 to 10 years 136, and from 
10 to 14 years 68. Taking the basis of 
the casualties per 10,000 of the popula- 
tion for comparison purposes, Cork 
City had the worst record, with 26 
killed or injured for every 10,000; 
County Dublin had 19, the Dublin 
Metropolitan Division and Louth each 
had 17; Waterford City had 15; Co. 
Kildare 13, and Waterford Co.. 11 
killed or injured for each 10,000 of 
the population. 

Commenting on the high casualties 
among children, Mr. W. A. Podesta, 
hon. secretary of the Safety First 
Association of Ireland, said that that 
body always had advocated the teach- 
ing of road sense in schools, and would 
continue to advocate such teaching, 
but, having regard to the heavy 
casualties among children who were 
not of school age, something more

The history of the 
last war to a great extent is being 
repeated. Four winters came and 
went during those eventful years. 
There always was a lull in the 
fighting during the winter months ; 
but every year the same question was 
asked, ' What will happen in the 


that a large-scale offensive should be 
mounted at the earliest possible 
opportunity. For some time past it 
has been taken for granted that the 
Germans will launch a big attack 
against the Allies during the next 
few months. Since the onset of 
winter they have been unusually 
quiet. Throughout the winter there 
has been virtually no bombing of 
Great Britain. Herr Hitler has been 
almost continuously at the Russian 
front, directing operations in person ; 
but there is little doubt that Ger- 
many’s main war effort since last 
October has been concentrated on 
production. All. her factories have 
been working at full biast. Workers, 
skilled and unskilled, have been 
drafted into Germany from the occu- 
pied countries in increasingly large 
numbers, and the Germans them- 
selves have been working as much as 
fourteen hours a day. There have been 
occasional raids on German work- 
shops by British airmen, and, 
doubtless, a certain amount of 
damage has been done; but for most 
practical purposes German industry, 
which has been geared to its highest. 
pitch, has been able to forge ahead 
during the winter, with the result 
that colossal stocks of war material 
must have been accumulated. 
Furthermore, the German High 
Command has been doing everything 
in its power to raise, and train, 
reserves against the demands of a 
spring offensive. The unexpocted 
turn of events in Russia must have 
interfered, to some extent, with this 
plan; but Germany still has vast 
reserves of man-power, and it has 
been stated with some show of 
authority that, when he does decide 
to strike, Herr Hitler will have 
about two hundred divisions, total- 
ling some 5,000,000 men; to throw 
into the scales against the Allies. 
In addition to this vast land army, 
the Fuehrer is believed to have 
accumulated a great armada of 
submarines, and the recent transfer 
of the Gneisenau and Scharnhorst to 
German waters indicates that the 
forthcoming offensive will not be 
confined to the land. 

Nobody doubts that there will be 
an offensive in the spring; and two 
main questions suggest themselves. 
Who wili make the first move; and 
where will it be made? The Germans 
have held the general initiative for 
so long that most people assume that 


them; but it is quite possible that 
the Allies will take everybody by 
surprise. At the moment, it is not 
easy to see in what direction an 
Allied thrust might be made; but 
it must not be forgotten that, in 
spite of their spectacular defeats in 
the Far East, the Anglo-Saxon 
allies, together with the Russians 
and the Chinese, still have prodigious 
resources at their disposal, and that 
there is an insistent demand both in 
Great Britain and in the United 
States for a more aggressive policy. 
It even may be argued, indeed, that 
the spring offensive already is in 
train, and that it is being conducted 
by the Russians. There cau be no 
doubt at all that Germuiry’s plans 
have been upset to a considerable 
extent by the vigorout counter- 
attacks that are being carried out 
against them on the Russian 
front. Manifestly, the Russians 
are making desperate efforts to keep 
their opponents on the move, so 
that they will not be able to 
reorganise their forces as they 
had hoped te reorganise them. 
Marshal Timoshenko and his young 
generals have achieved a substantial 
measure of success. They have not 
yet been able to break Ritter von 
Leeb's grip on Leningrad ; but they 
certainly hold the local initiative 
from Lake Ilmen to Schlusselburg, 
and the situation in Leningrad itself 
is reported to be much easier. In 
the Staraya Russa “ pocket ” the 
German 16th Army seems still to be 
in difficulties. The Russians are 
attacking in strength in the region 
of Kalinin, north-west of Moscow. 
Kharkov also is being attacked 
fiercely from three sides; and even 
in the Crimea Russian artillery is 
stated to be extremely active. Most 
of the military experts take the view 
that Herr Hitler will direct his main 
thrust against the Caucasus; but 
hitherto most of the military experts 
almost invariably have been wrong. 
If the Russians could recapture 
the Crimea, Herr Hitler's spring 
problem would be complicated 
seriously. That, possibly, is why the 
German High Command has been 
defending its positions in the Crimea 
with such conspicuous tenacity.

NON-STOP RAIDS ON 
MALTA 
HEAVY TOLL OF AXIS 


"PLANES 


“ Day and night fighters of the Royal 
Air Force and anti-aircraft artillery and 
naval guns have taken their toll of the 
German Air Force over Malta during 
the last twenty-four hours,” stated the 
Air Ministry News Service yesterday. 
“ The Luftwaffe’ has been making non- 
stop efforts to neutralise the aerodrome< 
on the island, and at some periods 
to-day (Monday) the air was filled with 
battling aircraft, while at other 
moments hundreds of cotton-wool puffs 
of bursting shells floated across the 
sky. Inemy casualties since 5 o'clock 
the previous evening were one Junkers 
88 destroyed and one Ileinke! damaged 
nt Royal Air Force night fighters; two 
Messerschmitt 109s destroyed, one 
Junkers 88 destroyed, and seven 
Junkers 68s and two Messerschmitt 
109s damaged by Royal Air Force 
day fighters. Anti-aircraft artillery 
destroyed one Junkers 88 and damaged 
another. Despite the large number of 
combats, none of our fighters was lost. 
Some military damage was done, but 
it was not serious. Civilian damage and 
casualties were also light.’’

LIVE-STOCK DISEASE 


The application of a scheme of 
disease control and eradication in this 
country was advocated by Professor W. 
Kearney, M.R.C.V.S., of the Veterinary 
College, Dublin, in an address at the 
meeting of University College, Dublin, 
Agricultural Society in the college last 
night. 

The number of veterinary surgeons in 
the country in the near future, said 
Professor Kearney, would be large 
encugh to take a more active part in 
this work of national welfare, and the 
time had arrived when stock-owners, 
in their own interests, would be well 
advised to avail themselves. of 
veterinary science to a fuller extent 
than heretofore. ‘Economy in farming 
operations was of first rate importance 
to the country and the wastage from 
live-stock disease was one of the urgent 
problems. Having described the work 
of the Royal Dublin Society in pro- 
moting veterinary education here, 
Professor Kearney said that veterinary 
medicine, unlike ordinary medicine, was 
not catered for sufficiently in the way 
of post-graduate specialisation. He 
recommended the making of university 
science degrees available for veterinary 
students and graduates, 

In conclusion, Professor Kearney 
appealed to the farmers to take an 
active -interest in any scheme for the 
maintenance of a higher standard of 
health among their animals and thus 
save themselves and the country the 
considerable financial loss incurred by 
animal disease.

£14,500,000 A DAY 
BRITISH CHANCELLOR ON 
WAR EXPENDITURE 


The British House of Commons 
yesterday approved a supplementary 
vote of credit of £250,000,000 for war 
needs, Sir Kingsley Wood (Chancellor 
of the Exchequer) explaining that 
expenditure in the last six weeks had 
soared to £144 millions daily, and that 
there might be a still further rise in 
the next few weeks. It wus now clear, 
he said, that the £4,000,000,000 already 
voted would not be sufficient to carry 
them ‘through the current year, for of 
that total, up to last Saturday, they 
had expended £3,770,000,000, together 
with £110,000,000 from the balances of 
the previoug year’s issues. The true 
expenditure tc date was, therefore, 
£3,880,000,000. During the past six 
weeks they had been spending from the 
vote of credit at the rate of approxi- 
mately £884 millions a week, Of this 
the fighting Services represented 
68,000,000, or £93 millions a day. 
This new vote of credit brought the 
total rants for the year to 
£4.250,000,000. 

Two years ago, he said, our daily 
rate of expenditure was five millions, 
four of which was for the fighting 
Services. A year ago that rate had 
risen to over. ten and a half millions, 
with eight millions for the Services. 
To-day the average was about 12 
millions, of which nearly nine an 
three-quarter millions were for the 
Services. These figures did not include 
assistance obtained under the Lease-

for giving his estimate of the rate of 
expenditure which the war might 
impose during this critical year. For. 
the moment, said the Chancellor, I am 
asking for a vote of one thousand 
millions to carry us through the open- 
ing months of the year, and at the 
present rate of expenditure this will 
probably be exhausted by about the 
middle of June. 

Sir Kingsley closed with a renewed 
plea for economy, not only in the use 
of money, but also of man-power, and 
said that his preoccupation would be 
the avoidance of inflation.

NIGHT RAID ON ESSEN 
GREAT FIRES STARTED 


Essen, home of Krupps, has been 
heavily bombed by the Royal Air 
Force for the second night running. 

“On Monday night, says an Air 
Ministry communiqué, “our bombers 
made another heavy attack on Essen. 
Visibility was again good, and a large 
number of fires, some spreading to 
great size, were seen during the attack. 
Objectives elsewhere in the Ruhr were 
also bombed. 3 

“ Three of our bombers are missing. 

“In Monday’s daylight operations 
over Northern France six enemy fighters 
were destroyed, five by our fighters 
and one by our bombers. 

‘One of our fighters, previously re- 
sd missing, is now known to have 
anded safely, away from its base. Our 
casualties were, therefore, three fighters 
missing.” 

“There can be no doubt about the 
extensive havoc which our bombers 
caused. last night” says the Air 
Ministry News Service. ‘‘All reports 
of crews agree that there were many 
fires raging, some with great intensity. 
Even before the attack had reached 
its climax the Ruhr was a beacon to 
successive waves of bombers. One 
crew reported that factory chimneys 
looked like black pillars against the 
flaming background. The fires multi- 
plied with speed. At a quarter to 
eleven, for instance, a bomber was over 
a great industrial plant and the crew 
saw a large fire at the south end of 
the works. A short time later another 
crew reported three large fires in the 
same place.”

Irish drama has lost a staunch su 
porter, and his profession an outstand- 
ing member, in the death, yesterday, 
in a Dublin nursing home, of Mr. 
Gerard Norman Reddin, solicitor, at 
the age of 46. Member of an old 
Dublin family, and son of the Jate Mr.

He was actively 
associated with the Irish Theatre, 
Hardwicke street, under Mr. Edward 
Martyn, and he was one of the original 
directors of the Gate Theatre. He 
wrote several ballads, including the 
extremely well--nown ‘The ree 
Flowers, ' which he set to music, and 
which has been recorded by Mr. Gerald 
Crofts, and published in broadsheet by 
the late W. B. Yeats. 

An enthusiastic supporter of the Sinn 
Fein movement, his activities in 1916 
earned him deportation to England. 
After his release and return to Dublin 
he entered the solicitors’ profession in 
1918, and took a prominent part in the 
activities of the Sinn Fein Courts. On, 
a number of occasions he gave broad- | 
east talke on poetry and the theatre, 
and he was associated with the United 
Arts Club. His personal charm and 
happy nature earned him friends in 
almost every circle, and he was very 
well known and widely popular in the 
city. When, after the outbreak of the 
present war, he again answered the 
national call and lent his assistance to 
the Local Defence Force, the value cf 
his experience was acknowledged by 
fellow staff officers in the College dis- 
trict, and he became liaison officer co- 
ordinating the work of the L.D.F. and 
L.S.F, 

Mr. Reddin was a brother of Dr. 
Kerry Reddin, twin brother of District 
Justice Kenneth Reddin, and brother 
of Dr, Desmond Reddin, Dublin.
